'I'lie Prices named are for the quantitj^ specified. 

In Packing', tlie plants are alwar^s removed from the pots, wrapped in 
paper, and are carefully packed in open boxes. All plants are packed free. 

Xlie Skipping Season of pot-grown plants commences Juh^ 15th, layers, 
August 1st. Pot-grown plants cannot be sent by mail, owing to the weight of 
“balls” of earth at the roots. 

Claitns —if anr^—must be made on receipt of goods, when they will be eai'e- 
fullj^ and cheerfulh^ examined, tuid, if just, all will be made satisfactory. 

Parties desiring that we should make selections of varieties, will please state 
the general character of the soil, and whether the berries are wanted for home market 
or for shipment. Should the stock of anr^ variety become exhausted, we substitute in 
its stead a sort resembling it in time of ripening, and other characteristics. When it 
is desired that we should not do this, it must be so stated in the order. 

It is Iinportaiit that correspondents write names and addresses distinctl 3 f; 
also the express office or depot to which the goods are to be sent, and give full 
shipping instructions. 

We cannot fill an order for less than 50c., as the cost of filling the same would 
exceed the amount received. 


SOIL, CULTIIZKTION, ETC. 


The Strawberry may be grown in any soil adapted to the growth of ordinary field or 
garden crops. 

The ground should be well prepared by digging or ploughing deeplr^, and be jiroperly 
enriched as for any garden crop. If the land is wet, it must be thoroughly drained. 

Some varieties do best when grown on a sandy loam, while others give better results 
in heavy soil. 

There are only a few varieties that do equally well on all kinds of soil; therefore, those 
who are without experience in this respect would do well, when ordering plants, to state 
character of soil and leave selections of varieties to us, as, with our many years’ experience 
we are in a position to advise as to the best varieties to plant. 

The “matted row’’ is the system in general use bj?^ strawberry growers, and on the 
whole we consider it the most profitable. This sji-stem consists in setting the plants in 
rows 314 or 4 feet apart and to 2 feet in the row, according to the fertility of the 
soil and the character of the varieties to be planted. 

For family use, we recommend planting in beds 4 feet wide, with an alley two feet wide 
between. These beds will accommodate .3 rows of plants, which may stand 15 inches apart 
each -way, and the outside row 9 inches from the alley. The beds can be kept clean, and 
the fruit can be gathered from them without setting the feet upon them. 

To obtain the best results it is necessary to use a mulch of coarse horse manure or 
other light material, which may be applied as soon as the ground has frozen, and raav be 
removed in Spring when the ground has become settled 

The blossoms of those marked with the letter (P) are destitute of stamens and are 
termed pistillate or imperfect, and unless a row of a perfect flowering variety is planted at 
intervals not exceeding a rod, thejf will produce imperfect fruit, and but little of it; but, 
when properly fertilized, as a rule, they are more prolific than those with perfect flowers.

But some are grand berries, and in the following list we olfer only the varieties that 
have been tested in various sections of the conntry and in all kinds of locations, and can¬ 
not fail to give satisfaction if given proper care: 


Glen Mary. A superb variety which unites 
large size, great productiveness and good 
quality to a remarkable degree, and is evi¬ 
dently one of those sorts that are especially 
adapted to the amateur and those who 
grow extra fine berries for market. It is of 
extra large size, bring-ing the highest price 
in market, bright, glossy crimson, and fine 
in flavor. The plant is strong and healthy, 
very prolific and on good soil the berries 
maintain their large size to the end of the 
season. We feel confident it will give great 
satisfaction, and all who delight in fine 
berries should not fail to set at least a few 
plants of it this season. Early.

Bismarck. An improvement upon Bnbach 
No, 5, of which it is a seedling.

The berries ai'e very large, obtuse 
conical, seldom or never cockscombed, bright 
scarlet, firm and solid and of excellent 
quality.

Ueder M''ooil. This is one of the very best 
early berries eitlier for home use or market. 
It is not onlj^ very early but it is immensely 
productive. The fruit is large, conical, bright 
red color and of excellent qualily. 



Uiibacli No. (P.) This is a wonderful 
berry in vigor of plant and yield of fruit 
even under careless culture. 

It has taken a prominent position in 
strawberry culture, in most cases taking 
the place of the Sharpless, which it re¬ 
sembles in shape, but it is fully double as 
productive as that variety. This berry is a 
wonder in its season of fruit, completely 
covering the ground about the plants with 
large berries which are of ordinarily good 
flavor and holding out large until the last 
picking.

Chas. Dowiiiiig. A well-known favorite 
for the family garden on account of its high 
quality, productiveness and general adai^t- 
ability; berries large and fine, but only 
moderately firm. In some localities Its 
foliage scalds badly, but the plant is a good 
grower and a bed of this variety will re¬ 
main fruitful without renewal much longer 
than most other sorts. 

Lovettfs Early. This seems to be a great 
favorite with all who have seen it in fruit 
and we think no one will make a mistake 
in planting it. Among its good points are 
adaptability to all soils and localities, its 
firmness, productiveness, color and quality. 
It ripens mid-season and not early as was 
first claimed for it. It is, however, a good 
market variety. 



GANDY. 


Gandy. One of the best late strawberries 
yet introduced and the leading late variety 
with fruit growers all over the country. 
As a choice late sort it is an entire success. 
In size and firmness it is all that can be 
desired, and in vigor of plant and growth 
it is eminently satisfactoiAq but under ordin¬ 
ary culture its yield is not so great as many 
expect. It is not essential to have heavy 
soil, but to produce best results it is nec¬ 
essary to apply fertilizers liberally. The 
berries are large, very uniform in size and 
shape, of bright crimson color, handsome 
and showy, very firm and of good quality. 

Cumberland. Especially desirable for the 
home garden as the fruit is large and fine 
and it continues in bearing for a long time. 
Plant large and vigorous, but only moder¬ 
ately productive. Berries large, almost 
round, regular and uniform in size and shape, 
moderately firm, of pale scarlet color and 
high quality. Early to mid-season.

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Parker Earle. This is one of the 
few vatneties that seem to suceeed in all 
soils and it seems destined to be classed 
among the most desirable varieties for 
general cultivation. The fruit is of good 
size, long, conical, with slight neck, veiw 
bright red, r|uality good, with a rich, 
mild flavor. It is firm enough to carrj^ 
well, and its fine appearance will alwa 3 ^s 
make it sell. The plants are healtlijr and 
vigorous, making immense crowns and 
not man 3 ^ runners. As a market berr 3 ^ 
it must become popular. Season late. 

Saunders. A Canadian berr 3 r of 
gi'eat value for the market grower. The 
plant is large and vigorous, and is as 
healthy and haiaU^ as an 3 ^ ever set out. 
It has a perfect blossom, and is ver 3 ^ pro¬ 
ductive. The fruit is very large, conical, 
slightly flattened, and often has a de¬ 
pression on one or both sides. It is deep 
red, and remarkably glossy. The flesh 
is of the same color and has a sprightU^, 
agreeable flavor. 



Schuster’s Eem- (P.) A mag¬ 
nificent variet 3 rwith an unusualh^ strong 
and vigorous plant, bright, healthy foli- 
age. Fruit large globular shape, regular 
and uniform, maintaining a good size to 
the end, beautiful bright scarlet, excellent 
qualit 3 r. It is onl 3 ^ moderateh' firm and 
hence is not especiall 3 ^ adapted for dis¬ 
tant shipment, but for the local market, 
or for the garden it is unexcelled. It 
adapts itself to almost any soil and lo¬ 
cation.

Haverland. (P.) The great pro¬ 
ductiveness of this variety renders it ex¬ 
ceedingly profitable for a local or near-by 
market, and also ver 3 ^ desirable for the 
home garden.

Berries large to 
veiw large, somewhat irregular in shape, 
crimson, moderately firni and of good 
qualit 3 ^ It is a profitable variety for a. 
near market on account of its large size, 
and with good culture will furnish an 
abundance of fine fruit. Mid-season. 

'reniaessee Prolific. Decidedly 
one of the best and most i^irofitable of the 
stanclard sorts. We have fruited it large- 
13 " and found it suiqDassed bv no other 
earh" varieties for profitable returns. It 
ripens among the earliest and the berries 
are uniformh" large, bright crimson, firm 
and good in qualit 3 ". 

■Woolvertou. Wherever this var- 
iet 3 " has been tested it has made a good 
record. It is a splendid grower, sending 
out plent 3 " of strong runners and bearing 
abundanth". The fruit is large, resembl¬ 
ing the Br;l)ach in form except that the 
kirgest beny on the stem is often more 
irregular. The color is a bright red and 
the c|uality is veiy good.
